Neither is afraid to sit down 
and talk with him after next 
January’s inauguration when one 
will be in the White House. 


Both wish him to know neither 
is deceived by him. Each is 
aware of the “ways that are 
dark and tricks that are vain" 
which have dominated so-called 
Soviet peace talks. They know 
the nature of communism. 


Neither can talk now. Mr. 
Eisenhower cannot, in conscience, 
sit down with Mr. K., whose 
vulgar boorishness was so much 
in evidence at Paris. But a joint 
statement of plain talk would 
be like a springtime dose of 
sulphur and molasses tonic for 
the national health. We, too, are 
interested in peace. But we 
aren't dupes. We could say as 
much in agreeing to talk. Let 
both candidates jointly say as 
much to Mr. K, 


To do so would be to remove 
from the campaign the ugly whis- 
pers by extremist groups that 
one or the other is soft on com- 
munism. 


The Campaign 


The presidential campaign bo 
far has been a careful one of 
feeling out the country. Neither 
Nixon nor Kennedy, nor their fel- 
low citizens, for that matter, are 
sure about the mood of the coun- 
try. 

There is unanimous belief there 
are more undecided voters than 
at any time in history. The 
farmers are not yet enthusiastic 
about the agricultural plans an- 
nounced by either candidate. The 
religious issue remains, al- 
though Dr. Peale is presently 
lacking in peace of mind and 
condemns as “unwise” his par- 
ticipation in the _ statement 
against a Catholic for president. 
The effect of Sen. Kennedy’s 
Houston statement is not yet pos- 
sible of evaluation. 


There is a growing belief that 
foreign policy is more important 
than political strategists had an- 
ticipated. Both candidates find 
audiences most responsive to it. 


To this observer, at least, it 
seems Mr. Nixon has been doing 
a skillful job of boxing, not slug- 
ging, on this issue. He is getting 
cheers for saying that this nation 
is the strongest power in the 
world, and he, if elected, will 
keep it that way. 

But Kennedy, too, has been 
strongly applauded for saying that 
America is the strongest nation in 
the world, but that Communist 
advances, especially in Cuba at 
our very doorstep, dangerously 
threaten us and point up a failure 
of the administration to cope with 
Soviet advances.

SAVANNAH (#—Veteran Rep. 
Prince Preston conceded defeat 
Tuesday in his race for reelection 
after a recount of votes in popu- 
lous Chatham County failed to 
reveal any errors in the Demo- 
cratic primary total. 

Outcome of the recount assured 
G. Elliott Hagan, 44-year-old Syl- 
vania i and farmer, 
of the Democratic nomination for 
the First District seat held by 
Preston since his election in 1946. 

Hagan took Chatham County by 
440 votes in the first count after 
last Wednesday’s primary. That 
gave him the county’s six unit 
votes and a unit vote victory of 
26-18 in the First District. 


Preston promptly asked for a 
recount in Chatham County. If he 
had been successful he would 
have won by a 2420 unit vote 
margin. 


The county’s 107 voting ma- 
chines were rechecked and not a 
single error was found in the 
tabulations. Judge John Whaley 
of McRae, a member of the 
Oconee Judicial Circuit, presided 
over the recount. He and rep- 
resentatives of both candidates 
certified the original figures as

His assignment was to “cover” the 
late Wilbert Robinson, the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers’ beloved bluff, gruff 
and rotund Uncle Robbie who had 
been engaged to cover the side- 
lights of the series for the New 
York Times. 


And right off let it be said Old 

UNCLE ROBBIE Robbie did a topical job of reporting. 
; He gave it none of that “write what 
you like” brush off, common in those days of ghost writers. After 
each game he went over all the key plays with painstaking care.

. However, he would have done an even better job had he per- 
mitted us to make what subsequently. would have proved a perfect 
prediction. Then, as this year, the series opened in Pittsburgh and 
the day before the first game both teams worked out. Now, it 
usually is the custom for the home team to practice first, then 
leave the field to the visiting players. But the young Pirates, after 
donning their street clothes, couldn't resist coming back for another 
look at the Yankees. 


What they saw had them popeyed as the mighty Ruth, 
Lou Gehrig and the rest sent drive after drive into the upper 


deck of the right field stand or over the distant left-field brick 
wall. 


When Robbie saw the Bucs looking on in open-mouthed amaze- 
ment he almost fell over. “What are those dumb kids doing here?’’ 
he asked. Couple of the “kids’’ were two brothers just out of Okla-

homa. Their names were Paul and Lioyd Waner. Another was a 
gangling youngster out of the West named Joe Cronin. 


“You know what I think?’ said Robbie. “Those Yankees are 
going to win this series in four straight. It’s over right now.” 


Now here was a story—a staunch National Leaguer predicting 
a four-straight rout for his league. But before we had a chance to 
put a word of it on paper, Robbie had us by the collar. 


‘Don’t you dare quote me saying this,”’ exploded Robbie. 
‘I had enough National Leaguers on my neck a couple of weeks 
ago when somebody quoted me saying these Yankees are a 
greater team than the old Orioles ever were.”

And that, indeed, was just about as close to blasphemy as one 
could come. For the Orioles referred to were not merely the old 
Orioles. They were the legendary “Old, Old Orioles’’ of the gay

and Uncle Robbie. McGraw almost went purple with rage when 
he read the remark.

“No sir,”” said Robbie, as he made it clear he wasn’t sticking 
his neck out a second time even if he did wear a 20-inch collar and 
physically feared no man. “‘Just give the Yankees a shade in our 
story for tomorrow.”’ 


Well, as it turned out, Robbie was definitely right the first time. 
Behind Waite Hoyt and the fabulous reliever, Wilcey Moore, who 
came on in the eighth, the Yankees won the first game, 5-4. Ruth 
hit no homer that day, but got three singles. Gehrig tripled. 


The next day, behind George Pipgras, the Bombers romped 
home, 6-2, and-that was the last Pittsburgh was to see of that 
series. The following afternoon in Yankee Stadium the Yan- 
kees won, 8-1. Ruth homered and drove in three runs, Gehrig 
tripled and knocked in two. 


On the fourth and final day, Huggins, as a fitting reward to 
Moore for his brilliant relief pitching through the season, named 
the angular Texan as his starting pitcher. Wilcey went all the way 
to win, 4-3. Ruth again homered and knocked in three runs. 


To this day they’re still arguing whether the fourth and decid- 
ing run in the last of the ninth came in on a wild pitch or a 
passed ball. But it really doesn’t matter. The Yankees swept it in 
four straight as Uncle Robbie privately predicted they would and 
the old folks of Pittsburgh haven’t forgotten it yet.
